SUBWAY SERVICE INTERRUPTION 

As we have done for the past nine years, the 
Hamptons Subway will be out of service from 
December 31 at noon until either the third or 
fourth of January. 

During this time, the annual Hamptons 
Subway New Year’s Eve Celebration and parade, 
a legendary affair that has been reported around 
the world every year will take place throughout 
our tunnels and on all our platforms. As always, 
everyone is invited, free of charge and a good 
time will be had by all including as last year 
the Rockettes, the Green Bay Packers, all the 
Academy Award Winners (it’s a requirement of

winning) and bands and floats from Universities, 
Cities, States and Countries all over the world and 
a massive fireworks show by Grucci at midnight 
every night for as long as the celebration lasts, 
each night introduced by one or another of the 
world’s leaders. We can’t predict that President 
Trump will attend and dance with Nancy Pelosi as 
he did last year on January 3, but the Kardashians 
will be here as will JLo and Madonna, Beyoncé 
and Jay-Z, Jerry Seinfeld and the winners of the 
Rio de Janeiro Pole Dance competition. 

The party usually lasts 72 hours, day and night, 
without interruption and then nine months later 
there is always that bump in the birth statistics 
nationwide. All are welcome, including those 
jailed who get released from select prisons for the 
occasion—we hope there’s more this year than 
last—chaperoned by guards of course to prevent 
trouble.

i TOP 5 HAMPTONS 
POLICE BLOTTER STORIES OF 2019 


ur weekly Hamptons Police Blotter has long 

been a favorite section for Dan’s Papers 
and DansPapers.com readers who devour a feast 
of fantastical tales and hijinks from the files of 
our local Hamptons Police Department. With 
2019 in the rear view mirror, we're taking a look 
back at your five favorite entries from the past 
12 months. It’s a strange world out there on 


the beat. 


HAMPTONS POLICE SEEK THIEF WHO STOLE 

_ $42 MILLION FROM PARKED CAR 
One of the first crimes reported in 2019 was also 
one of the Blotter’s biggest stories of the year. The 
Hamptons Police Department remains on the 
hunt for a thief who stole cash and items worth 
a total of at least $42 million from a car parked 
in East Hampton that week. The treasure trove, 
pulled from the trunk, center console and floor of 
a relatively unassuming vintage Mercedes-Benz, 
included $8 million in cash and $2 million in 
Swiss bearer bonds, along with a antique Fabergé 
egg worth at least $9.6 million, and an original 
Stradivarius violin worth $16 million. Police 
confirm the items reported stolen were indeed in 
the car and could clearly be seen in footage from 
a nearby security camera, which caught the thief 
in action. Almost one year later, the perpetrator 
has still not been identified. 


MONTAUK SURFER CHARGED WITH KILLING 
SHARK THAT ATTACKED HIM 

In April, Hamptons PD was criticized for arresting 
a local big wave surfer Finn Squalicibo for his role 
in the death of an immature great white shark 
off Montauk over the weekend. Squalocibo was 
paddling out past the breakers near Ditch Plains 
beach on a Friday morning when the 6-foot 
predator got hold of his arm. He was able to 
break free safely, only tearing his thick wetsuit, 
but the beast went back for a second bite, taking 
a jagged piece of Squalocibo’s fiberglass board in 

the process. 
Later, the shark was found washed up dead 
below the bluffs, apparently due to mortal 
wounds it received while trying to swallow the 
man’s sharp. surfboard. A necropsy revealed the 
surfer’s name on the board fragment, giving police 
solid proof of his guilt in killing the endangered 
animal. Months later, in November, Squalocibo 
was sentenced to a year in prison and 18 months 
of community service, despite a major outcry 
from community members who argued he was 
only trying to survive the shark’s attack. 

Meanwhile, the case has led _ local 
environmentalists and animal advocates to seek 
legislation banning fiberglass surfboards, which 
they deem “too dangerous for attacking sharks.” 
The Hamptons Municipal Board will rule on the 
matter before summer 2020. —

PIPING PLOVERS CAUSED A PLETHORA OF PROBLEMS FOR THE HPD IN 2019 


SOUTHAMPTON BILLIONAIRE HATCHES 
PLOVER-THE-TOP SCHEME 

Hamptons Police Department and East End 
Fish & Wildlife Protectorate agents arrested tech 
billionaire and summer homeowner Benedict 
Avianos in June after they learned he had illegally 
transported a colony of nesting piping plovers onto 
the beach in front of his oceanfront mansion. 
Avianos hired a crew to collect at least two dozen 
of the birds and their eggs—which are protected 
as “threatened” under the Endangered Species 
Act—from a neighboring beach in Southampton’s 


_ estate section, and moved them to the dunes 


and sands directly in front of his home. He then 
notified local authorities about the nesting birds, 
hoping they would close the beach to the public, 
keeping it free of unwanted visitors. 

At the time of his arrest, Avianos complained, 
“Is it a crime to want my private property to 
actually be private? The local government and 
our Trustees are the guilty ones—not me!” 
Hamptons District Attorney Gary Granthaler is 
seeking the steepest punishment, including jail 
time instead of fines, since money is no object to 
the billionaire. He was freed on $15,000 bail and 
is still awaiting trial and sentencing. 


FLASH MOB MARRIAGE PROPOSAL GOES > 
TERRIBLY WRONG IN SAG HARBOR 

It certainly wasn’t the biggest crime of 2019, 
but Blotter fans enjoyed a bit of schadenfreude 
while reading about the mayhem following a 
man’s grand but outdated romantic gesture. 
Unfortunately, his girlfriend’s until-then-hidden 
panic disorder revealed itself in the worst way as 
the man and his would-be betrothed neared Long 
Wharf at the north end of town. Hundreds of 
paid and volunteer pedestrians froze, briefly 
creating an eerie scene before The Black Eyed 
Peas hit “I Gotta Feeling” began playing loudly 
and the crowd broke into a synchronized dance. 
“The lady’s face went deathly pale as soon as 


we all froze,” one flash mob dancer recalled. 
“We thought she’d smile and realize what was 
happening once we started moving, but things 
got worse from there.” 

Police reports confirm that the woman [name 
withheld] “showed signs of serious distress” as 
the music kicked in, and her boyfriend tore off 
his clothes to reveal a tuxedo hidden beneath. 
She began hyperventilating and attempting to 
push her way through the undulating, gyrating 
and jumping crowd of dancers, knocking several 
people to the ground. She then started screaming 
and punching people, including her shocked 
boyfriend. After police restrained the terrified 
woman and loaded her onto an ambulance, her 
boyfriend wept openly, apologizing to the injured 
dancers. “He said he didn’t expect her reaction to 
be like it was,” a witness said, adding, “I'd say that 
was obvious and the understatement of the year.” 


ODD ANIMAL FRIENDSHIP EXPLAINS FLYING 
DOG MYSTERY 

HPD Fish & Game wardens eased hysteria 
around a reported flying dog in Hampton Bays 
this July after concluding people were actually 
seeing a bald eagle carrying a teacup Yorkie in 
its talons as it flew over area homes. The story, 
however, was not as terrible as it sounds—the 
2-year-old Yorkie, named Lana, and the eagle, 
who they named Eagalus, were actually friends,” 
HPD Fish & Game Warden Brent Smithers 
explained. “The pair had enjoyed quite a bit 
of cavorting and play in Lana’s backyard, her 
owners tell us, and it seems Eagalus just wanted 
to take the dog for a ride.” 

While Lana was safe, the eagle brought her to 
its nest high atop a cell tower some 90 feet above 
the ground in Sears Bellows County Park, leading 
police to mount a complex rescue effort involving 
a drone, a jar of pickled herring and a trampoline. 
Lana is now back at home, but she’s no longer 
permitted to socialize with her feathered friend. ga

Putin are 5 foot 7. Trump is 6 foot 3. 

After Britain leaves the EU in January, Scotland, 
Northern Island and Wales become independent. 
Britain, now broke, appeals to the United States, 
which buys Greenland and gives it to Britain, 
thus giving Britain enough land area to keep its 
place as a world power. 

In June, however, the Hamptons declares its 
independence from America, saying it will be 
better off with its own customs, economy and 
way of life. This results in a “good riddance” 
tweet from Trump, but in November, after the 
election of Bloomberg, realizing his Summer 
White House is now in a foreign country, he 
sends out feelers to get the Hamptons back.

kill 11 pedestrians and injure 52 others. 

In late June, the owners of two 190-foot yachts 
get into a fistfight while trying to maneuver their 
ships into the last available berth at Sag Harbor’s 
Long Wharf. One ship sinks. The other pulls into 
the spot. 

In August, millions. of formerly endangered 
piping plovers attack beachgoers at several 
town beaches and drive them away. The New 
York State Department of Environmental 
Preservation declares the Hamptons beaches off | 

limits to humans. 

When it’s learned in July that the owners of 
the offshore windfarms definitely want to bring - 
their powerlines to shore at Wainscott, a group 
of wealthy environmentalists from that town 
pay to fire up all 22 of the existing 19th century 
windmills in the area—which, as it turns out,

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provides all the power needed for the homes 
in the Hamptons, thus rendering the offshore 
windfarms unnecessary. 

In August, researchers find photographs in 
the basement of the Pollock-Krasner House in 
Springs showing that Jackson Pollock, up on a 
ladder and dripping paint onto canvases in the 
backyard of his home there back in the 1940s, did 
so while blindfolded. 

In the beginning of July, East Hampton Town 
passes a law making it legal for people to land 
helicopters on their property. Immediately, the 
noise and congestion out at the airport comes to 
an end. 

In May, the Hampton Classic Horse Show 
announces it has purchased the Hamptons 
International Film Festival and that when the 
festival comes around in October, it will only be 
showing films about cowboys, rodeo riders, horse 
racing, betting, teenage girls and their steeds, 
polo, stall mucking and the Pony Express.

An appeals court in October reverses the 
decision of a lower court and declares that all 
the land between the Shinnecock Canal and 
Water Mill rightly belongs to the Shinnecock 
Indian Nation, who were illegally snookered 
out of their land by the settlers 
in 1845.

Environmentalists cheered in 
2019 when the bald eagle, an 
endangered species gone from 
the scene for more than half a 
century in the Hamptons, was 
found to be making a comeback. 
In 2020, however, with dozens 
of pairs of them stunningly 
swooping around up in Noyac 
and Promised Land using their 
awesome six-foot wingspans, a 
few have been found to have gone 
off with several toy poodles lifted 
off summer residents’ backyards.

Powerful telescopes in the Hamptons, focusing 
on the full moon, discover in February that it has 
been taken over by unknown persons who are 
using it as a surveillance device. 

In April, the Village of Sagaponack, learning 
that the annual survey done by the U.S. Postal 
Service showing they are the richest zip code 
in America is no longer true and they have 
dropped to third, embarks

The Mural at New Park in Southold Celebrates Einstein’s Summer Here

ver the years, people who have changed 
the world have come to the East End. Andy 
Warhol was one. Marilyn Monroe was another. 


Albert Einstein was a third. Few people in history ~ 


have changed the world as Einstein did. And 
now, just a few months ago, a small new private 
park, available to all for sitting, reading or just 
contemplating the universe, opened facing out 
on Main Street in Southold, not far from where 
Einstein rented a beach cottage on West Cove 
Road on the Nassau Point peninsula in Cutchogue 
in 1939. 

The park, called Einstein Square, is in an empty 
lot between two stores on the south side of Main 
Street in Southold. One of the two stores is a music 
and antique shop run by Ron Rothman. The other 
was, until recently, Rothman’s Department Store, 
a store that had everything and was a hangout for 

stein during that summer he was here. Now 
it i is for rent, and the owners of the property are 
looking for a tenant who might celebrate the 
legacy of Einstein—perhaps a coffee house—and 
honoring a man who worked in his cottage trying 
with chalk and blackboard and mathematical 
equations to prove his Unified Field Theory. He 
never succeeded in doing so, but he spent the last 
half of his life trying. 
_ During those days of June, July and August 
beneath the summer sun, he enjoyed sunbathing, 
swimming and sailing in Horseshoe Cove -and 
Peconic Bay in a tiny, wooden eight-foot catboat 
he’d had shipped out here. He called his boat 
Tinef, which in Yiddish means “little trifle.” He 
also came to play violin with a few local musicians 
at the home of David Rothman, the store owner 
in town he’d met early on, on Friday evenings. 
As a quartet, they played Mozart and Bach and 
Beethoven and had dinner together. 
_ The famous formula E=mc2, which changed 
science’s view of the universe, came to Einstein 
when he was living in Germany as a young 
man. When Hitler came to power, Einstein was 
- already quite famous, though he soon became an 
unrelenting critic of Adolph Hitler. As a result, 
he felt his life might be in danger, and one day, 
about to embark on an extended tour abroad, he 
locked up his longtime home in Germany and 
told his wife, “look long and hard on this place 
for you may never see it again.” Sure enough, 
while on tour, Hitler’s thugs broke into Einstein’s 
home during the night, confiscated Elsa’s kitchen 
knives, having declared them “weapons,” and 
even confiscated Einstein’s boat, which they said 
had been used for smuggling. 

Indeed, Einstein and his wife did not come 
back to Germany. Finishing their American 
tour, they came back to Belgium, where Einstein 
denounced his German citizenship, sailed off to 
the safety of England, and soon thereafter chose 
to accept a position at the Institute of Advanced 
Studies in Princeton. He and his wife Elsa moved 
there in 1933. 

It was in 1939, with the Institute for Advanced 
Studies on summer sabbatical, that Einstein, still 
recovering after the passing of his wife in 1936,

came to rent his little beach house facing out onto 
the cove. He was 60 years old at this time and he 
wanted only to lose himself in his work and enjoy 
the beach. Accompanying him were his sister, 
Maja, his stepdaughter, Margot, his son, Hans, 
and his secretary Helen Dukakas. Also, his little 
Airedale terrier. 

Among guests visiting him were friends from 
Princeton and also two other scientists who, 
in 1939—at a time when the war against Nazi 
Germany was about to begin—had driven out to 
ask him if he would write a letter to President 
Roosevelt urging the creation of a laboratory 
to attempt to create an atomic bomb, because 
the Germans were already trying to do that. 
He wrote the letter and, because of it, the lab 
at Oak Ridge Tennessee was created, atomic 


energy was harnessed, and World War II ended 
sooner rather than later after atomic bombs were 
dropped on Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 

At Einstein Square in Southold you will find a 
historic marker, a statue of Einstein facing the 
street, a half-dozen stone benches set amongst 
flowers and planters, several USB charging 
stations and a grand mural, eight feet wide, on 
the side of the Rothman store, showing Einstein 
in his baggy shorts, sandals and t-shirt, sitting 
alongside David Rothman, the department store 
owner, in tie and jacket, discussing the state of 
the world and what concerto might be among the 
pieces they would play on Friday night. 

No wonder, he later told friends, that his 
summer in Southold was the happiest summer, 
ever. Consider all he had been through. &&

gs this is written, about one third of America 
does not believe that global warming is 
caused by the burning of coal, oil, gasoline and 
other fossil fuels.

Stop throwing wave after wave of bandwidth and 
WiFi into the sky. Puncture the cloud. Imprison 
people who are caught breaking the law. If the 
temperature around the world starts to drop after 
of five years, we'll know. Not so bad, is it? &&

orn and raised on Long Island, Keith Mantell 

has had a lifelong love affair with art. His 
work has been seen throughout the East End and 
he is a member of Plein Air Peconic. 


What was the inspiration for this piece? 

I always keep my eye out for something that 
could make an interesting painting.

he East End has long stood as a bastion and hub 

for visual arts greatness. It’s something about the 
incredible light, our list of art legends past and present, 
and the stable of brilliant and ambitious emerging 
artists creating in a variety of media. 

With 2019 coming to a close, it’s again time to look 
back over the last 12 months and choose the standout 
moments that defined our year and the trajectory of 
fine art in the Hamptons and North Fork. 


MICKEY PARASKEVAS’ PAINT YOUR WORLD 

In September, Southampton Arts Center opened 
Paint Your World, a 40-year retrospective look at 
the paintings, illustrations and cartoons by prolific 
Southampton artist Mickey Paraskevas. Yes, he has 
a well-known and longstanding connection to Dan’s 
Papers, but there’s no denying that this was 2019’s 
ultimate can’t-miss show. Paraskevas gave visitors a 
truly wide ranging look at his mastery of many styles, 
as well as his numerous iconic characters, as seen in 
children’s books, animated TV shows and comic strips. 
The main gallery immediately grabbed our attention 
with its giant, inflatable Beast from Nickelodeon’s 
Maggie and the Ferocious Beast, and his brilliant and’ 


beautifully presented paintings, from Dan’s Papers” 


covers to surreal scenes and dark visions from Lord 
of the Flies, kept us rapt from beginning to end. 
And the artist stayed involved with talks, visits and 
tours throughout. 


DAVID SLATER AT MM GALLERY 

Though he may be best identified as a Sag Harbor 
artist, mixed media painter David Slater’s relatively 
recent move to Springs seems to have brought out 
the greatest work in his already illustrious career. His 
show at Southampton’s MM Fine Art this November, 
including its transcendent centerpiece “Jackson and 
Lee in Paradise,” proved that, at 79, Slater just keeps 
getting better. In our glowing review, we described 
the work as “a kaleidoscopic stew mixing personal

memoir, local history, myth and dreams, each imbued 
with layers of symbols and meaning.” Every collaged 
scrap, word, number and robustly rendered figure in 
his canvases represents a deeply considered choice. 
Nothing in his compositions is window dressing or 
placed by happenstance. There’s a reason why we 
suggested, “Slater might just be the East End art 
world’s most unrecognized genius.” 


TICKHAMPTON, ART BY PATRICK LANE 

With all our art-world big shots and local darlings, 
area art fans can overlook the little guys who are 
often doing some of the most interesting work. In 
August, Montauk artist, skateboarder and filmmaker 
Patrick Lane mounted his Tickhampton pop-up at 
an appropriately alternative venue—Best Pizza & 
Dive Bar in Amagansett. Billed as a response to 
the state of Lane’s hometown, especially during the 
madness of summer, the short-lived show featured 
an array of truly unique mixed media assemblage, 
collage and even some traditional paintings. He’s 
boiled it down to a simple, tongue-in-cheek, manifesto: 
“The Tickhampton movement is a backlash to the 
exorbitance in the Hamptons that has crawled its 
way east into Montauk. Tickhampton celebrates the 
dichotomy between the sinister nature of ticks and one 
of the most decadent places in America. Everyone has a 
tick story.” As we said in August, it was all wonderfully 
punk rock and totally refreshing. 


NORTH FORK ART DISTRICT TOUR 

Thanks to an inspired idea by Alex Ferrone of the 
Alex Ferrone Gallery and Mary Cantone of William Ris, 
the North Fork had a chance to show off its art world 
cred with the first-ever North Fork Art District Tour in 
August. This self-guided adventure sent participants to 
look at area galleries and an artist’s studio where guests 
enjoyed special exhibitions, creative demonstrations 
and artist meet-and-greets. Guests were encouraged 
to roam the North Fork in-between art destinations—

which could be visited in any order—and explore all 
of the region’s cultural offerings, shops, farm stands 
and bucolic natural beauty, including picturesque 
farms and vineyards. The day concluded with an 
evening of local food and wine, a live art auction and 
complimentary special edition art gifts. A second tour 
ran in October. Let’s hope there’s more to come as 
the North Fork expands its reach as a premier art and 
culture destination. 


LOCAL ART MAKES WAVES IN CONGRESS 

Anold Hamptonsart story gained new life in February 
when President Donald Trump’s former personal 
attorney and fixer Michael Cohen testified before 
Congress about his old boss’s misdeeds. Imagine our 
surprise when talk turned to Trump’s 2013 purchase of 
East Hampton artist William Quigley’s portrait of the 
then-reality TV star for $60,000. According to Cohen, 
Trump used his Trump Foundation charitable 
organization to buy the painting through a “fake 
bidder” in order to make sure his picture would sell for 
the highest price of any portrait that day. The news, 
which hit outlets worldwide during Cohen’s testimony, 
referred to original reporting from a 2015 Dan’s 
Papers article about the transaction. As we explained 
at the time, “Quigley says he received word before the 
auction that Trump may want the painting, so he better 
raise the starting bid so as not to embarrass Trump.” 
Eventually, these things always end up coming to light. 


BONUS: LIBERTY DAN STATUE UNVEILED 

We couldn’t recount the year’s artistic achievements 
without mentioning Dan Rattiner’s second iconic 
statue, which can now be seen standing proudly at the 
Southampton Audi dealership. The piece, created by 
Behind the Fence Gallery, marked Dan’s 60th summer _ 
running this fine paper, and it made a perfect companion 
to our earlier Lobster Dan statue, which can still be

Real Estate & Law: A Look Back at 2019 and a Look Ahead, 


O ver the course of 2019, there were so many pieces 
of newly enacted substantive laws that control the 
sales, rentals and litigation landscape of real estate. 
If we recapped each of these new 2019 laws, this 
article would likely span well over 50 pages. Yet, it is 
imperative that we all learn about these laws, because 
law is what controls our lives, livelihood and society. 

My career is divided between managing a law firm, 
litigating on behalf of my clients and training real 
estate brokers to comply with the laws of their field. 
During 2019, I again and again was faced with a 
particularly acute dismissal of many of the laws that 
control our lives, from brokers, my litigation clients 
and even the purchasers and sellers who worked with 
my firm. This saddens me. It does not sadden me 
that individuals disagree with the law, because that is 
healthy and constructive. Instead, it saddens me that 
individuals believe they do not need to follow a law 
that they disagree with. Remember, a law is what it is 
until it’s not. I share with you some highlights of the 
extraordinary changes to the law. 

Chief among the new 2019 real estate laws were 
new rental laws, the Housing Stability and Tenant 
Protection Act, which was enacted by way of a 74-page, 
single-spaced bill that changed the rental landscape 
throughout the state as we know it. This bill addressed 
rent regulated units, market rate units, conversions 
of rental units into owned units, and mobile parks. It 
is responsible for capping prepaid rent at one month, 
preventing landlords, and their agents, from employing 
many strategies to screen tenants, creating security 
deposit inspection and refund rules, providing a path 
for rent regulations to be enacted in new communities 
throughout the state, and so much more. 

Beyond the new rental law typhoon, we had advances 
in housing discrimination laws and a renewed 
consciousness about the seriousness of these laws. 
First, there was a new statewide law that offered 
protection to tenants from being denied housing based 
upon their lawful source of income, which is the 


number one reason that housing discrimination claims 
exist in many communities where it was previously 
applicable. As a result, the act of demanding a W2 
from a prospective tenant is an act of discrimination 
because it causes working to be a prerequisite to 
renting. Beyond new discrimination laws, we had a 
renewed focus on discrimination claims. We started 
the year with the #MeToo movement and ended it with 
Newsday's findings of their three-year investigation, 
“Long Island Divided.” Now, congressional hearings 
are underway to combat racial steering in our 
communities and further protections are expected in the 
decade ahead. 

Beyond laws about rentals and discrimination, 2019 
also offered a bill that protected reverse mortgage 
borrowers by specifically requiring that such borrowers 
are afforded legal representation when closing on these 
loans. There was a law that gave disabled tenants the 
opportunity to cancel their leases if they needed to 
move into an assisted living facility. There was a law to 
protect domestic violence victims from being evicted 
if they called the police for self-protection from their 
abusers. This past year brought a new deed transfer 
notice law that provides for notice to the owner 
whenever a deed transfer is filed with the County Clerk 
so that homeowners can know if a fraudster is in the 
lurks. There was the LLC disclosure requirement, so 
that transacting parties could no longer hide behind 
a Limited Liability Company and pretend that they 
weren't the terrible sellers who flipped the house with 
ticky-tacky rather than nails. 

The list of new laws goes on and on and on. Yet, these 
laws don’t explain 2019 and what this past year was all 
about—2019 was about politics, plain and simple. We 
had impeachment, and nothing else seemed to matter. 
No, impeachment isn’t a real estate law, nor did 
impeachment directly impact real estate law, but the 
polarized political landscape that swooped in with the 
impeachment hearings has affected everything. 

As a society, our political climate has never 


been more charged. Politics has caused each of us 
to forget the distinction between our respect for 
the rule of law and our vision for a more perfect 
union. We have forgotten that following existing 
law is not a choice but, instead, an obligation with 
serious repercussions. 

Yes, our opinions matter, and we should all be active 
in politics so that we can have our voices heard. We 
should write politicians, lobby and even run for office. 
However, during this past year we were charged to 
label anything that we disagree with as “fake news” 
and to challenge the legitimacy of laws or risk being 
labelled as traitors to our tribe, whether it be Democrat 
or Republican. 

Please understand that this issue is not particular 
to either political party, but instead it is an issue of 
the tribal politics under which we now operate as a 
whole society. We now hear everything through a lens 
of evaluation where we must first take a position as to 
whether we agree with it as right or disagree with it 
as wrong before we decide if we have an obligation to 
follow it as a binding law of the land. Make no mistake, 
following only the laws that we agree with is very 
dangerous. It is very dangerous for individuals, in their 
personal lives, when they believe that their opinion 
matters more than it does, and this is particularly 
dangerous when those opinions are with respect to the 
legitimacy of laws that control our lives, including real 
estate laws. 

So, as we bring in 2020, I ask one thing. Respect the 
laws that were made by those who you oppose. Respect 
those laws because the legitimacy of the law that you 
support demands that your opposition also gives your 
laws respect. For if we stop respecting laws, what do 
we have? fi
